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The B[ouse Foreign Affairs 
Committee decisively defeat- 
ed an amendment to cut $100 
m illion from the Adminis- 
tration’s $917 million military 
assistance request yesterday 
as the Committee moved close 
to completing its consid- 
eration of the foreign aid pro- 
gram. 

The amendment to cut the 
military assistance request for 
the year beginning July 1 was 
sponsored by Rep. Harris B. 
McDowell Jr. (D-D el.). Mc- 
Dowell aid that he had spon- 
sored the . cut because of 
“mounting defense costs” and 
because military assistance 
for South Vietnam had been 
rrenioved from the request, 
thus permitting a reduced mil- 
itary assistance program. 

Chairman Thomas E. Mor- 
gan (D-Pa.) said that he ex- 
pected that the Committee 
would complete consideration 
of the administrative expenses 
section of the bill today and 
would send it to the House 
Thursday. The $3,4 billion 
foreign assistance request is 
expected to pass the House by 
the end of the month.

In other action,' the Commit- 
tee voted a two-year authori- 
zation for military assistance. 
The Committee is expected to 
report out two-year authoriza- 
tion for each section of the 
foreign aid bill, except for 
those two programs for which 
a five-year authorization was 
voted— -development loans and 
the Alliance for Progress. 

Although the Adminis- 
tration had requested a five- 
year authorization for all sec- 
tions, it has scored a victory 
by winning a multi-year au- 
thorization for all parts of the 
bill in committee. But the 
votes have been relatively 
close and afl oor fight is ex- 
pected. 

The House Committee has 
not followed the lead of the 
Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee in adopting re- 
strictive policy amendments. 
When asked yesterday if such 
amendments had been consid- 
ered by the Committee, Mor- 
Igan replied: “We don’t allow 
amendments like that on this 
side.”
